Another have we known, a Spaniard by Nation , who ne- 
yer taſted of Fiſh, but when he was invited by his Friend once to 2 
Supper, and had eaten Eggs, with which the aſhes of dryed Fiſh was 
cunningly mixed , he fell into ſuch a pain and anguiſh by vomiting , 
that he was almoſt killed thereby. The ſame hits Author alſo 
ſaw another , a Venetian Monk , in whom the ſmell of Roſes would 
cauſe Madneſs ; which alſo I have obſerved in a Noble Lady, And 
Fulins Scalizer, in alearned Cardinal, as he affirms in his Exerciſes 
againſt Cds: vis. (Exercit, 153. part, 10.) where he commemo- 
rates a certain woman of excellent virtuc and beauty, named Francs, 
who could by rio means be perſwaded, before ſhe was fourteen years 
of age, toeat Fleſh. He affirmy alſo, that one of his Children as 
much abhorred Cabbges , as himſelf did the Creflons. As alſo a 
maid in the Ciry Mediolim dyed with a draught of Caſſia fiſtula, for 
eyery mans peculiar appetite is proper to himſelf , and many cſchew 
Wine as Poyſon, others adore it as their God. 

Moreover , this inexplicable occult faculty is obſcryed in the Food 
of other Animals.

For 
the Vulture will ſooner periſh with Famine, rouch Wheat ; the 
Pheaſant rather dyc, than eat by ſtealth.

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HE difquifition of the faculty of purging Medicaments hath 
| been the exerciſe of many ingenious men z and yet neverthe+ 
Jeſs, as many men as have endeayoured after irs knowledge, ſo many 
ſeveral opinions have they left to us their Poſtericy. The Alcumiſts

Phyſicians laugh at the former, and reject it as a thing fabu- 
lous, deluſive, uncertain, and incredulous : for we finde, that neither 
Phyſician nor Metaphyfician ever ſpake thereof, unle(ls ſome Caco- 
demoniack, that refers them to his Philoſophy. But a Phyſician and 
Philoſopher being a Moraliſt , and an Adyancer of Nature, whoin 
honeſty of life and converſation., fetung the fear of the Almighty 
before bes » aſlayes nothing , but by the juſt , good and lawfull 
rule preſcribed by Nature, and dothnotgo about ro deceiye the ig- 
norant and lliterate people with vain toyes, and unlawfull Arts ; but 
ſtudies the knowledge of things by their natural cauſes : for Knows 
ledge is the underitanding of a thing by its cauſe 3 and happy ſure is 
he that knows the cauſes of things. Whence Galen concludes, that 
Medicine is not made forthe Diſcaſe, but for the morbificous cauſe, 
which being removed, the cffeR is hindred. But Amulers neither 
take away the cauſe, che diſcaſc, nor ſymptomes , as thoſe fallly per 
ſwade themſelves, to whom they have been ſuſpended, being deceived 
by their perſwaſion, who worſhip and inyoke Devils, who alſo ima- 
gine, that all things may be done mm their name, and by their virtue, 
without any other cauſe. Ot which, and ſuch like impious fellows,

Meſue , addes Magnitude , Parvitude , and Number , for by theſe 
the quality of the Medicament is of more or lefle force, A certain and 
univerſall rule cannot be given concerning the temper and choiſe of 
Medicaments by their o_ and ſound , that thereby the benigne 
may be diſcerned from the malignant : for ſeeing all benignity and 
malignity ot Medcicaments conliſts in the ſubſtance , temperament 
and faculties, cold, moiſt, hot,and dry,are found in all colours. Nei- 
ther do the colours themſelves ſhew the temperament of the Medica- 
ments, for the colour of a mcd:cament may yery cafily be changed 
by ſome externall accident. 

The judgement alſo of the benignity & malignity of a medicament. 
from its ſound is as uncertain as from i«s c.2lour z for there is no uni- 
verſall, but onely a particular and accidentall knowledge thereot,as in 
Caſſia , Carthamns , and ſome few more.

E have briefly , but clearly , ſhewed how purging Medica» 
. ments ought to be ſcleRed , by a jadgement taken from 
their ſubſtance , proper remperament , ſecond qualities proceedi 
from their temperament, from their diſpoſition cxtrinſecally acqui- 
red, from the circumſtances of place, time, number, magnitude, and 
parvity , it reſts that we diſpatch briefly what may be ſpoken, as to 
that choyce which is taken from their purging faculry z which though 
tt be helped by the firſt and ſecond qualities; yet (ſath Ueſne) its 
original 1s celeſtial y and it haththat ipecifical property, whereby the 
Medicament received into the ventricle , and {ſolicited by our 
attracts to it ſe]f the humour familiar to its nature , as we have note 
elſewhere, from the veins and paſlages of our body, not perceived by 
the ſenſes, into the belly , and tlien Nature laden wirh the burtben 
of the Medicament, and the humours attracted , prepares a way to

Y Lotion (of which we have treated in the former Chapter)thi 
filth and corruption mixed with Medicinall materialls is waſhed 
oft , but their ſuperfluous and noxious parts are not purged thereby, 
for French Barley, though a thouſand times waſhed, will ſcarce lo 
it hilling ; nor other ſceds their chaff and coyerings z nor fruics their 
Skins or barks; nor nuts their ſhells : neither can far onely by waſhing 
be purged from its Membranes : therefore ſhould be twice -cocted , 
and no more , according to Hyppocrates advice, before it be uſed :in 
generall all Medicatnents more or lefſe , ſhovld be purged by derra- 
Qion, which cannot be performed ſo much by Lotion, as by SeRion, 
Raſion and fraction, or ſome other Artificiall Induſtry of the hand. 
Thus the externall part of roots are ſcraped by curting off their lirtle 
fikr-s, or the heart of them (commonly fo called) taken out of them. 
Yet ſometimes they are nor purged from their barks, but the barks 
from eyery part , as from ſuperfluous and uſclefle marrer : for of the 
Cinamon-tree the bark only is moſt deſirable , of Ginger the root, of 
Santall-rree the wood, of Cancsthe marrow or puh;of Maiden haire, 
the leaves onely; of the Roſe-tree, the lowers z of Pepper ; the ſeed 
wr parts fince they are cither lefſe wſefull , or ſuperfluousare pur- 
ped away.

Learned Sylviss hath appointed this order and method to be ob- 
ſerved in pulverating Medicaments, that thick, hard, and p'iant Me- 
dicaments be firſt put into the morter, and then ſuch as arc nor fo ſo- 
lid, and laſt of all thoſe that are moſt undious.

And almoſt all Oils drawn out by expreſſion are ſimple , as Oits 
ſimply ſo called, which is papers out of mature Olives, Omotribes, 2/:*= onore- 
or Omphacinum, which is of unripe Olives;-as alſo Oil of Almonds, ** 
Wallnuts, and other Fruits, as other Oils <duced our of Seeds, which 
differ even as the Seeds: for-hot Oil is extraged ourof hor Seeds', - 
and cold out of cold Seeds. Yet all Oils ate ſomewhat changed with 
age'z and becauſe of the diſſipation from the watry part, that which 
is hot becomes hotter , and the cold refrigerates more ſlowly ,, for 
old Oil, according to Galen , (cap. 6. lib. 1. compoſ. medic. ſecundum 
gener.) hath power to extenuate 5 which is an cffeX of hear: 

Ol alſo , according to the diverſity of the Fruit out of which it is 
extraced, as being marure or immature,and according to the manner 
of preparation and alteration induced by Art, acquires another and 
different quality and efficacy in alteration. As for ex:+mple , Oil of 0leum evorum 
Egs yolks, though it be not perteRtly mixed, yet by lofing lotue hu- 
midity by irs preparation, it is more hot and dry, and is a Medicine 
moſt uſctull in ſmoothing the skin , and curing an impetiginous itch- 
ing, and other affeQious ofthe skin , as alſo ſome tiſtulous and ma- 
lin ulcers, | 

The ſame quality happens to wu ym by the force of the fire, 
from which they perpetually retain rheir"acquired heat. And when 0! amygdai;- 
Oitof Almonds isrthus extricted, it" is onely cxtrinſecally applyed; ” /**<. 
when without fire, it is ſiicked up like a gratefull Lohoch, rocaſc the 
aſperity of the rough arrety, and coct and move Spittle ; fo that it is 
ofr given with a little Sugar to Children that are troubled with 
coughing , or that have any diſtillation from the brain to the lungs, 
without any purging Medicaments, eſpecially without anqdynal Me- 
dicaments. 

That Oils may be extracted, the Fruits and Seeds ſhould firſt be 
purged , and the Apothecaries do ill that extract Oi] out of Almonds 

fore decortication. The Sceds cleanſed, are brayed with @ peſtel ; 
after contufion they, are pur into a pan, and ſet upon the fire, and ſtir- 
red pretty long , that they may calefy : then are they involvcd in a 
rough ctorh, and ſubjected to a-wooden prels, till by valid compreſ- 
hon che Oils be expreſſed, | 

Thoſe that we would educe without the help of fire or heat, muſt 
after they be bruiſed very ſmall, be preſently put into the preſs , thar 
the Oil may cxude by'drops. 

Pctreol, which is educed out of Salt- petre, from whence'it hath irs 
denomination, takes place amongſt ſimple Oils, Bur our purpoſe is 
totreat of ſych as are made by Art, Liquidambor and Balſam alſo 
are ſimple Oils, which diſtill by drops oue of the inciſions of forreign 
Trees. But more of this in our Shop. 

Some ſimple Oils alſo are diſtilled ſometimes as well by aſcent as 0 edu#e yer 
by deſcent, as out of Juniper, Gusjacwm, Cloyes, and ſuch like , both pv wrrdg 
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wood and dry Fruits , which being put into a pot , Oil aſcends intg 
the veſſel above, by virtue of the fire ſet under; or deſcends intothe 
veſſel ſet under, by virtue of the fire above. - Yet are 'not all Oil ex- 
tracted by Yeſcent, nor alwayes by the help of the fife ; for Oil may 
eaſily exude out of Trtaram and-Myrrhe included ina beg , and 
ſuſpended in s moyſt place, as in a Wine-cellar, Of all which man- 
ners of educing Oils, more elſewhere, | | 

Bur ours 7 Oils , wherewith the Apothecary ſhould: be eſpe- 
cially furniſhed, are ſuch, in which the marter of ſtocks, fruits, flowery, 


and of any ſimple, is infuſed and macerated. Afrer which, the whale 


is inſolated, till the ſtrength of che marter remain in the Oil , which 
is afterwards expreſſed and repoſed. After this manner are made the 
Oil of Violets, Roſes , St, Fohns- wort , Water-lillies , and many 
more , which the Greeks call Mis, the Latines Ungvevis; and 
eſpecially thoſe which may be inſpiſſated by the admiſtion of gums, 
and odoriferous things ; whence they are called Myropolitans, or 
Unguentarians, who ſold ſuch Oils and Unguencs as were ſuavcolent, 
with whom any fragrant O1l was taken for an Unguent, as Uoguents 
or Oils. #2 - 

We ſcarce approve of their opinion which call onely them ſimple 
Oils which are made of Flowers, Fruits , or other Simples infulad, 
macerated and inſolated in Oll ot Olives : and thoſe compound Oils 
which are coed on a flow fire with wine, water , infuſion , or can- 
venient decoRion , till almoſt all the admixed hugour be aſlumed; 
for thoſe ſeem no leſs , bur rather more compound than theſe , bee 
cauſe not onely the rotal power of the things infuſed, but a good por- 
tion of the ſubſtance in which it inheres, remains with the, Oil after 
expreſſion in the former, Hence that Oil which partakes of no cx- 
4 bur is temperate}, is ſuch perpetually from the condition of the 
thing infuſed 5 which if cold, then is the Oil cold z if hor, bot ; if i 
have the power to exficcate, then will the Oil exficcate, 

Such Oils as are educed by expreſſion onely, or by naxceration and 


expreſſion together, may be moſt ſafely kept, if repeſtd in veſlels of 


glaſs or clay , perfealy before bardned with the valid heat of a furs 
nace. But ſuch as are educed by diftillation , whether by aſcent or 
deſcent, whichare commonly called Chymiſts eſſences, muſt alwa 
be kept in ſolid glaſs veſſels with ſtrait grifices, cloſe covered , Ic 
their ſubſtance and quality being diſſipable, ſoon cxpire.

Nguents, as Galey teſtifies, (cap. alt. lib. 7. ſimpl, med. ) were 
called by the Antients, Oily Medicaments, confeed of ſua- 
veolent ſpices ; and according to uAtFuarine, (cap.

meth.) arc onely externally applyed , and being onely ſpread along, 
ze thoug ht to þenefit- bur ſuch parrs as cannor endure other reme- 
dies ; ſuch parts, as oribaſine, (cap.-27. /ib.colleF.) ſaith, are grieved 
with Cataplaſms, and hurt with Aluent madefaRions, 

Now Unguents are of a groſler confiſtency than Oils, and a mean 
betwix' O Is and Plaiſters, as Linimentrs betwix: Oils and Unguents z 
fora more liquid Unguent-is called very often a Lintment z of the 
conf: tion and au te: we ſhall treat more at large in the fifth 


Chapter. An uſe the conſiſteacy of Unguents, Liniments, and 
Sear-cloaths, d much differ, they are uſed ſometimes indiſtint- 
ly - tor that is called a Liniment , wherewith the parts to be hel;.ed 
areliniated.y that an Unguent , wherewith they are anointed z 'and 
that a Sear-cloth, which made of Wax and Ol}, is applyed. _ 
The Aribians: under the name 'of Unguenrs, oft comprehend 'Sear- 
doaths and Plaiſters, and many thick Ot:lsz and the antient Greeks 
4 well (@reiled Ointments; fo Dioſc (446; x.) calls many (ſweet 
Oils, Unguents z and Hippocrates , (lib, de medic.) affirms; that 
Phy ficians ſhould not onely get tame and glory of the Vulgar by the 
good conſtitutions of their bodies , and decent Ornaments , but by 
ſweet Unguents, that is, by aromatical and ſuavcolent things. | 

Yet tor clearer explicarions ſake they are diſtinguiſhed from one 
another ; and an Unguent properly is an Otly Medicament, of a 
middle confiſtency betwixt Oils and Plaiſters, which yer doth not 
ſtill remain alike ; for when heat is more vehement, the unRioug and 
far matter melts more , and the Unguents'brcome more liquid and 
ſoft z- and when the heat is'weaker , more ſolid': and therefore Un- 
guentarians uſe to put leſs Oil in Summer , and more in Winter to 
their Unguents for cold inſpiſſates a fluent Unguent, as Ol it ſelf, 
which Galen obſerves, (cap, 1, lib. 8. comp. med. gener.) inthe com- 
poſition of his ſtomachical Scar cloth, 

Now that proportion of Oil muſt be obſerved in the confeRion of 
Unguents, that to one ounce of Oil be mixed one dram of Powder , 
and two drams of Wax ; or as Galen ſaith, ( cap. 2. lib. 4. comp. med. 
gener.) that four times as much Oil as Wax be put in the confeRion 
ot Unguents, and cight times as much Oil as Powder, that is, to Eve- 
ry ounce of Oil muſt be put a dram of Powder, the matter whereof is 
equced out of dry Herbs, Mctals, and Earth , which is mixed with 
a 
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a cold Cerate, and ſtirred with a 'Spatuls , till all lumps be leyi- 
ated.

; When Unguents recejve dry juices , 'we muſt pulycrate and dif- 

ſolve them 5 when liquid ahd fluent, we mult mix chem with the reſi

Such as may, ſhould be pulverared very ſmall , 2s Roots, Wood, 

Roſines , and ſometimes Gums , when dryer. Such as may nat 
ſhould be beaten with a hot peſtel till they be moilified , or elſe dif 
ſolved in Vinegar, or ſome fit liquor. 
Such as are more humid, as Turpentine , ſhould be inſtilled , hu- 
mid Herbs alſo , and Animals, or parts thercof that are ſcarce pul- 
yerable, ſhould be perfe&ly coed in wine or fuch liquor, till they be 
tabefied , and their humidtty almoſt abſumed + then muſt materials 
be mixed in the ſtrained liquor , according to the aforeſaid proponi-

For an Emplaſter ſuper- induced upon 
a part, ſcems to ſhut the pores and paſſages thereof , by the viſcidity 
of its ſubſtance, and retain the haliruous'ſpirits , and by conſtrainin 
the heat of the part ſometimes to move ſuppuration ; for its glewil 
ſubſtance doth not infinuate into ir ſelf, but remaining without, doth 
renaciouſly adhere to the paſſages of the body, Yet are: not its quali- 
ties. idle, but being moved and helped by the heat of the part, they 
produce ſeyeral effects, (c.

Wax . and common O01; Lithargy , and ſometimes Roſines, do 
afford a fir conſiſtency and matter, bur (mall or no virtue, All things 
almoſt which are ſuperadded, as Minerals , Mctals, Roo's, Wood, 
Flowers, and Seeds , give a body and faculty to the Plaiſter ; which 
if they be dry , they muſt be pulveratcd and mixed with the Plaiſter 
removed fromthe fire y if any of them be nat friable, they are diſ- 
ſolved in ſome liquor, which is 3blumed by coftion, bcfoiec they be 
mixed wirh the Plaiſterz or elſe it 1s mixed with the Plaiſter , and 
diſſipated by coRtion afterwards, 

Green herbs, which cannot he pulverated, are either cocted in 
their own juice ſtrained and mixed, or others are cocted inthe juice 
of thel« brayed and ſtrained; which juice being abſumed,the ſtrength 
therebf being letr, if.any remains that will not endure long coction , 
they may be put in and cocted, and then mixed with the Plaiſter.

N preſcribing a Medicament, we ſhould fi:t appoint a baſis, tha 
is , ſome {imple Medicameat , as the chicf in that compoſition, 
and moſt fit for depelling the diſeaſe , upon which the reſt may de- 
pend. As when we undertake to oppugn any diſcaſe, if it be ſimple, 
accompanied with no.ill ſymptome , we chooſe onely a fimple Medi- 
cament of an equal virtue, and juſt auxiliary : but if no Simple be 
api for it,then we muſt compound one Medicament of many,the bafis 
whereof muſt be averſe to the diſcaſez and adde others, which 
corroborate the member affe&ed , or carry the quality-of the Meds 
cament to the parts more diſtant, Others alſo we muſt adjoin to make 
it acceptable and gratcfull to the palate , or to felicitate and ft 
| Cilirate the work. 

Now the baſis is for the moſt part more prepollent in quality than 
in quantity, as in aromatical and purgative CanfeAions z and 
how much the difeaſe to be depelled is more grievous, by ſo mu 

Mu/te baſes a- muſt the baſis be. more potent in its virtue, Often alſo are many baſs

cated,

in.committed, 'For it is no wonder that almoſt all Medicaments, e- 
ſpccially purgative, ſhould fo mech ſpel our taſte and (mcll , by 
c pers aycrſc to our nature, ſinte they are inſtituted, not as Ali- 
ments to be changed, but ro change ;- and cither to corre the goxi- 
ous quality of, the, humours, or to extrude it, 

Such Medigcamepts as arc infipid and inodorous , and being cxhiz 
bited ina ſmall quantity, do variouſly wreſt and exagirate the body, 
and the humours,, arg not ſo good as thoſe , which though nngrate- 
full, and aflumed in a aw meaſure, do caſily and with delight e+ 
duce the vicious humgurs from the parts affeed. | |

For it 1s better to make a Medicament gratis, and give it to the 
poor, than preſcribe them any thing of {mall price, or teach and ſhew 
the compoſition thereof ;! which they having once with ſucceſs tryed.

for many Medicaments, c{ cialh purgauve, ay $000 and evil, 
and heals or kils accordin upae. C are well or ill uſed. | 
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Now the end of compoſition of Medicaments is the cauſe for

the Parifienfians 16. the Lugdunians 15, the Hiſpanians 14. the 
Genevians, and many more 12, the Goldſmiths oncly 8. common- 
ly called arkum. 

The antient Greeks, Arabians; and Romanes alfo , had not ay 
their proper Idioms and Characters, but Weights alſo; and unlels 
the Supream Authority forbad them, they would buy with the great- 
eſt, and ſe} with the leaſt Weights, there being no certain Standard, 

Bur becauſe in Medicine one cannot erre twice; and crroursin 
preſcribing Weights and Meaſures are often very perilous , all Me- 
dicks ſhould haye common and definite Weights , that there might 
be a mutual conſent in their operations. 

The Medicks pound alwayes weighs 12. ounces, which is thus de-

A denarius was 2ccounted formerly for ten pound weight, whence 
Sylv:us faith it had its name ; now it amounts onely- to the 84. part 
ofa pound, asa dramtorhe 96. I mean of a Medick pound , which 
weighs 1 2. Ounces. 

Many for a denarius puts a dram , not much lighter , and for a 
dram a denarins , according to the verſion of the Greek interpreter, 
who having no weight that might exaRly reſpond to the Roman de- 
parius , put a dram for a denarius.

Wherefore the Phyſician does wiſely , who being called by ſome 
patient never before ſecn of him, aske+ hum whether his body. needs

tory or calefactory quality , or any other eximious faculty in ex- 
cels. 

They indeed are very expetible which by the firſt degrees change 
the diſtemper of the four qualities, cohibit vapours, gently ſoporate 
the ſenſes, and roborate the brain. 

All Frontals are cither ſomewhat humid , or altogether dry ; the 
humid arc of multifarious forms and confiſtencics, for they are either 
made in form of an Unguent , or of a Liniment, or of an Opiate 
or of a Cerato malagma; as when ſome oleaginous Mcdicaments

alſo move, vacuate and digeſt corrupt matter, iscalled both 
by Greeks and Latines Cataplaſma, Ir hath the conſiſten- 

cy of a Pultis , whence it often borrows a name z though in proper 
loquution , Pals is rather an Aliment, and Cataplaſmaatopical Me. 
dicament, which is not confeRed folely of Honey , wherein ſome 
Simples or Compounds accommodate to that purpoſe have been 
coacd, as the Antients uſed to make it ; but of Roots, Herbs, Meal; 
Oil and Butter z and very often, and that ſucceſsfully , by clinical 
women, of Milk, Bread crums, Oil, and the yo!ks of Eggs, to miti- 
gate, leniate, and concot. And he chat calls a Cataplaſm thus com- 
pounded a Pultis, and a Pultis made of Barley meal , the mucaginous 
matter of Linſeed, and Eggs yolks, a Cataplaſm ; doth erre nothing, 
according to Fernelius , for both have the ſame conſiſtency, to wit, 
a mean betwixt an Lnguent and a Salve ; and as it were the reſult of 
both their materials compounded together , both have the ſame me- 
thod in confeQure, and in uſe. 

Ferneliu thinks , that the Antients uſed Cataplaſma and Malagms 
for the ſame thing : but Gales, (initio lib. 7. de comp, med, gen.) ac- 
cording to the meaning and opinion of the Antients , names thoſe 
Medicaments alone Malagms, which mollify parrs preternaturally 
obdurated: ſo that a malaRical and mollitive Medicament, and a 
Malagm do not at all differ , nor conſticute diſtin ſpecics, as 'tis 
very probable; 

Pultiſes then are conſtituted of Roots, Leaves, Stalks cocred to a 
— Meal, Fat, and Oil. It dry Plants be required, they muſt 

pulyerated ; if green, cocted till they liquefy , then ſtamped ina 
mortar , trajected through a ſcarce , aud mucaginous fat, or olcagi- 
nous matters added to the pulped matter , and ſometimes meal z and 
then muſt they be again cocred , till they acquire the craſlitude of a 
Pulcis.

7.) ſaith right, What Medica- 
ments cannot cure, the Sword may; what the Swordcannot, 
Fire may; but what Fire cannot, #s altogether incurable, 
For aDiſcaſc is oft ſo efferous, as it will yield ro no Medi- 
cament , but muſt either be cured by ſeRion, or uſtion, or both. 
Now uſtion is oft performed with a hor Iron, which were able to 
terrifie the moſt magnanimous; in whoſe ſtead the ſedulity of our 
Medicks have invented a Medicament, which from its operation and 
effec they name a Pyrotick ; for in its efficacy it reſembles fire , by 
its application it kills the quick fleſh, abſumes the dead ficſh, and per- 
forates the ſound part , that it may receive the excretion of the un- 
ſound , opens the unſound that it cruRate its own excrements. Thus 
a Pyrotick makes an abſceſs for the corruption to break through ; 
chus it breaks the impoſtume , and pertunds the ſwellings , that each 
= diſgorge its own poyſon. 
yroticks are applycd to divers parts of the body , as ſometimes 
to the head , ſometimes tothe arms , ſometimes to one or other leg, 
to reſolye and divert rheumatick humours. A Pyrotiok is ſometimes 
applyecd to that ſame ampic production of the peritoneum, where the

1. de ſympt. cauſ.) piving a reaſon, and proportio- 
nating the conſtitution of odours with them of ſapours, {c, 21.1, 4 
4 fimp!. med.facylt. ) ſaith, As ſapours that are familiar are grateful 
avi pleaſant , and thoſe augratetull and unpleaſant which are not faml- 
tiar ; ſothoſe adeurs that are familiar #9 the animal ſpirits , are gyate- 
and ſuaverlent thereums and theſe that are not familiar , un- 
leeſant and malzolent.

Perfumes are often ſucceſsfully conducible in dyſepulotical ulcers, the Fume,and 
and the French diſeaſe , whereto other remedies have been fruftra- receiving ic 
neous: but eſpecially if they be confeted of Cinnabaris, wherein as N12 Þ* Fi” 
alſo in Quick-filyer, whereof it participates, is an admirable faculty, 
and Alexiteries , which work the excluſion of this venereous poylon 
by ſalivation, For the fume hereof aſcending upon the whole body, 
doth tranſmit it ſelf through the ſpiraments of the $kin into the in- 
ternal. parts, and there by attenuating, impelling , and disjeQing the

Now the Water whereof we now treat, that is neceflary to Man- 
kinde , either to quench histhirſt , or 'to'ico@ and confeR Aliments 
and Medicaments , is clementary , often defigned with the name of 
the frigid Element. And it is either fontane , fluvial, putcal, or ply- 
vialand cyſternial. It is called fontanc water, 4 fuwdendo, becauſe 
it is poured out of the carth , which is preferred as moſt wholſome, 
Yct ſome fountains are impaired ; for paſſing through the bowels 
of the earth, they require aliene faculties , for they mutuate their g. 
dour or ſapour from the places through which they permeate. Thus 
ſome, which are'traje&ed through ſulphtreons paſſages, are ſo hor, 
that they: may not be uſed ; others, becauſe of thoſe veins of Alume, 
| and'inyolutions of Vitriol, are ſo acid and ingratefull , that a thirſty 
man would not taſte them. In Germany , beyond Rhene , there is a 
fountain of ſweet water , whereof if one drink, his teeth wilt fall out 
within two years, - .

The former is by the Greeks called ſometimes CAcalyphe , becauſe ir 
is injucund to the tat; ſometimes Cnide , becauſe it es morda- 
ciouſly , commonly called Quick-Nettle z the other 15 called Lami- 
wn, and AHnoninm, as allo white, or dead Nettle. 

There be alſo three ſorts of quick Nettles, the two greater, and 
one leſſer, all wild and ſpontancous. Some call theſe wild ones, ma- 
ſculine and feminine Nettles , as ſuperating one another in pro- 
cerity. 

The Romanes call that Maſculine in the firſt place , which emits 
round ſurcles of halt a cubits height, and ſometimes longer, cave, 
and hollow , with broad , mucronated , fimbrious, criſped leaves, 
rough and mordaceous on both ſides , whichrby their contact excite 
lumps and uition, and rubcfy the skin. The feed isincluded in ſmall 
pills, round and hifpid , which proceed out of the root of the leaves. 

Thar Feminine in the ſecond , which produces ſeed not globylar- 
ly, but racemouſly, like Grape cluſters , after the manner of the fe-

The other ſort is Coronary, much diſſimilar to the former, for 
it is'a lignous ſhrub, having many flender, long cauls , circum- 
veſted with anguſt and hard leafs, whitiſh below, and green 
above, coronared on each fide, with ceruleouſly candeſcent flow- 
ers ; though its'odour be grave, yer-it is not ingrateful, but robo- 
rates the brain and nerves ; it is planted in every garden, growing 
ſpontaneouſly in the hotter Regions oF Fraxce ; ir flouriſhes twice 
a year in Spring and Antumne.

An oyle may be extracted our of its Apples by infuſion, as we 
have ſhewed in our ofhicine z which prudently adhibired will 
take away any dolour and conciliate-{lcepe. 

Mandrake 1s ſeldome aſſumed at the mouth ; but ſome other 
ſoperifcrous medicament, duely caſtigated, which would with-

8s among V incs, emitting cubicall , flender , round ſubrubrous 
and geniculated caulicles z.firs leafes arc like Nightſbade , bur 
ſomerhing greater; its flowers are fomwhat white, ro which fucks 
like bladders ſuccced , which ar fatſt are green , afterwatds 
Phzniceous; in whoſe contineng , round grains of the magnitude 
cſigics and colour of Cherryes ate included: which grains are

Theſe fruirs are well known to very boyes who call cher 
Winter-Cherryes , who eat RoQuaney' and innoxiouſly a great 
quantity thereof?; they wonderfully conduce to the motion and 
protruſion of utine and ſand out of the reines and bladder.

wild Zoppy which is fourfold; one common and lurcous , ancther

"The erraticall or red Poppy is called wnxay ports or fluid, becaule

The ſpumeous was unknown to Matthiolw ;, the later writers 
take it for hedge Hyſlop, aud ſome for Sopewort. 

The corniculated Poppy hath ſubalbid leats, ſerrated about like 
the red Poppy, luteous flowers , aſmall fruit, or cod, inflected,like 
ahorn, like the cornicle of fennigreck. | 

The multiflorous, fimbriated, patuloys,and roſeous Poppyes of va 
rious colours are ſtudiouſly ſown in cultivared and far Gardens 
forthe clegancy of their flowers, _ 

. Allof them are indued with a refrigerative faculty , the red 
moſt, ſocharnone can uſe that alone , as they may do the fative, 
all of them alſo participateof an hypnoticall qualiry,but the black 
moſt, whichis iofeſtedWalſo with ſome malignant quality , 10 
that hethar uſes it immoderately Will become 1ethargicall. 
Poppy vulnerared will emit a'certain gummeous liquor, which

CHAP. VL 
Of Semperureves or Houſe-lecks. 


He vulgarity call it Sedum Lombarda,the Gieeks cAtzoon, the 

Romans Semperutuwm, becauſe it is alwayes green , with 
erernall leafes, moſt patient of cold , which wirhers not with the 
preateſt Rigidity that VVinter rempelts bring upon the Earth, 

Irgrowes in ary places expoſed to the Sun, as on Walls , arid 
the rops of your Cottages , with crafſe carnoſe and mucronared 
keafes like Artichock, {ucculent and green , denſer neas the toor 
with a pedall caul,veſted rothe top with leates diſpoſed like 
ſcales, when it is divided into wings, and coronated with green 
and ſubrubeous flowers, 

There are many varieties of Sempervzves , all which I reduce to 
three gencrall heads, the greater, the leſſer, and che middle fort 
if we have any reſpe& tothe name and efſhgies of the greater , we 
may referre the hearb. Alves thereunto, whoſe condition 'chal- 
lenges cognation with this family ; ro the middle fort we may re- 
terr Craſſulaor the Greeks Telephion, which Apothecaryes call 
the inverted Bean, and the vulgarity Orpine; as alſo the miliear 
Aiz9ides and the water-leeke ; tor both df them are pervivacions, 
perpetually green , and relate very much to Howſeleet: and this is 
the middle berwixrt the greater ſempervive, end all the other 
which we ſhall now deſcribe; and this Sedwm , A:z007 is rather 
the medtum then any other horrenſian reretifolious cſculent , 
which is mixed in Acctaryes, ſomecall it little-leeke, others mid- 
dle-lecke, the .vulgarity Triquemadame : from a {mall root ic 
emitrs many gracile branches, onuſted wirh (mall, long, round, 
carnoſc,and mucronated- leafes, and lureous and ftellaced flowers. 

Thereare very many leſſer Sempervives , the leaſt whereof the 
Greeks call drHpey33 dyzpiz, the vulgarity Birds-bread , which ma- 
ny conſtitute the third ſorr of Small-lecke : ir is a ſmall and plea- 
ſant Plant, reptaat with many branches , aurcous and ſtellared 
flowers, it delights in walls,and ſaxous places; is is very hot co 
theguſt, and exulcerarive, whence the Germans call it Wall-

The ſecond ſort of the lefler 41z007, is by ſome called the leffer 

Craſſula, by the Italians Graneloſa ; by Aporhecaryes ftone Crop

The third ſort is a greater fſort'-of Houſeleeke called ſummer- 
Leeke, which aſſurges with greater ſurcles , round and carnoſc 
leafes like Stone-Crop, but greater ; it flouriſhes no where perpe- 
tually but withers at the beginning of Winter, 

Many other Plants which are perpetually folious and virid, do 
in effigies and faculties challenge cognation with Sempervites , 
and may juſtly be referred to their family as Aizoon Hematotdes , 
Atzoon Scorpiotdes, a kind of Petrous, Montanous, and ſmall 
Houſe-leeke, another great and arboreous one, and another aſſurg. 
ing like a ſhrub with ſmall and rigid ſurcles. 

The greater Semperwive refrigerates in the third degree, and is 
thence adapted to the cure of St. Anthonyes fire pimples and inflam- 
mations , ſome of the leſſer retrigerate in a lefler degree , others 
efficacioully calcfye and exulcerate, as Stone-Cropp , and ſo all

Of Cynogloſſe, or Doggs-tongue, 


'S r nogloſſe hath molticeous, lent,8 long leafes, it is ſomewhat 
\__/ lanuginous, but not ſharpe tothe tac, cerulcoully green, 
in cfhigics and ſofrneſſexmulateing a Doggs-tongue. 

Irs ſurcles are round,hoary, divided into wings ,. and cubitall , 
coronated with puniceous and purpureous flowers ; four ſmall , 
cobzrcnt ſeeds which cleave to mens cloaths like burres ſucceed 
cach flower ;' its root is craſle, in magnitude and colour like 
Wallwort, in odour almoſt ſoporiferous, whoſe uſe is celebra- 
ted in ſharpe and thin fluxes, for it incraflates much , and refri- 
geraces manifeſtly ; whence women adhibire it ro burnings : it is 
cold and dry in the ſecond degree, indued witha cohibiting and 
incraſſating faculty ;. . and therefore it is the baſis of thoſe 
oe which bear its denomination, and are effecually prz- 
cribed to all diſcaſes which ariſe from the fluidity of humours. 


CHAP. VIIL 
Of Plantain. 


Lantain is either aquaticall whercof there are three ſorts, 
—_— ltr by ed in Pharmacy; or terreſtriall,whoſe vſur- 
pation indefendi ity, and profiigating diſcalcs is frequent , 
whereof Dioſceriden es ans ro Mon ger _—_ and 
the leſſer; gi comprehends three varicties, the vulgar 
the hoary, andthe roſeous Plantain. R 
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The vulgar hath craſle, broad, and very green: leafes like Bete 
icscaul is angulous, ſometimes cubirall , ſomcimes ſhorter, ſpi- 
cared at the top-and prazgnant with ſmall and copious ſeed, it 
growes in moift and lacunous places, and about high-way- 
1des. | 

The Roſeows Plantain is fo called , becauſe it beares an herbid 
and patulous umbell compaRed of many leafes, coherent like 8 
roſe, it is in other things very like the former. 

The leflcr Plaxtain hath more anguſt , ſmaller, ſofter and more 
* tenuious leafes, its caulicle is angulous, declined downwards ; its 
flowers pallid, ſeeds ſmall , which grow upon the ſummityes of 
its ſurcles, the Apothecaryes call it Lanceolate, and lanceole be- 
cauſe its lcafes are acuminarted lance-wiſe ; from its five diſtin 
fibres or nerves, whichit hath in irs ſulcarcd leafes , it is ome- 
times called Quinquenerve; and Septinerve,when beſides its five 
ercater, two leſſer nervesemike inirs leafes ; ſome have deprav- 
e&d ir of _ nerve, and made it centinerve ; others call it Arno- 
elſe becauſe leafes reſemble a Lambs tongue, but ſuch as 
beare rounder and lanuginous leafes are moreſpecially deſigned 
with that name. | 

Plantain is cold and dry inthe ſecond degree, it aſtringes, con- 
denſates, cohibires, abſterges, and thence conduces to the cure of 
pimples , Sr. Anthonyes fire, inflammarions- aud all ſanguine 
eruptions it ſtayes fluxes,cures the dyſentery and all belly fluxes; 
exarceats putretude,and roborates all parrs; 


CHAP. IX. 
Of Kmnot-grafſe or Polygonam. 


'D Entinodeor K»ot-graſſe is ſo called from the frequeney of its 
knotrs, Seminall or Pohgonum , from the nnulturude of its 
ſeed, it is fomtimes called Corregiola, ſometimes ſanguinary from 
ſtaying bloddjand ſormtimes Proſerpinaca,or rather Serpinaca from 
irs reptiljry;ir is a low reptant hearb, with exile; eopious, nodoſe 
and geniculated branches; leafes like Rue, bur longer and ſofrer 
undcr which much ſmall ſeed lyes with: previous and rubeouſly 
pallid flowers, it growes {| no in ircultivated foyles aud 
pathes, it dycs not by calcttration. | 

The maſculine Polygonumris refri

For in that firſt age, caves weretheir houſes, the re&ures of wood 
their cottages, rocks and fſaxous places their Cities : anda long 
time after, the Dardanians made them ſordid houſes in mud , rhe 
Balcarians in hollowed rocks ; as many Indians art this day in 
pr poor and Tortoiſes ſhells ; and others weave themſelves houſes 
of reeds and fenny herbs , (Alex.ab Alex.C.24.L1.5.)

But an Apothecaries houſe, ſhould be builr in none of theſe pla- 
cesz but rather ina Ciry,thenin a Town in an apprique and lucid 
place, rather then in an opaque and umbrous ; and ina nited ſtreer, 
rather then in one inquinated with filth and putrerude, 

Ie muſt be ample, and high, that ſuch ſimples as ſhould be kept 
drie, may be repoſcd in its higheft room and ſuch as ſhould 
moiſt, in irs cellar. 

There ſhould be many, at leaſt one cubicle betwixt theſe rwo, to 
which the Apothecary may berake himſelf; under which he muſt 
havean » quadrate , and lucid Shop : yer neither ſo much ex- 
poſed to the Sun, as it may. calific, melr, or too much drie his Medi- 
caments; nor {o much to the wind,as tro moleſt rhem, 

In it there ſhould be rwo doors ; the one an outward door towards 
the ſtreet, the other poſtical or inward, into hiskiechin, or inner 
chamberzwherein he may not only ear his viftuals, bur prudently ob- 
{erve through fore lartice-window, what is done in the Shop, what

their rowes mayiinclude lefſer,ſome greater boxes ; ſome, Earthen- 
pots ; fame, Glaſſes ;+ ſome, Tinne-veſſels ; and ſome , Wood- 
veſſels: ſo diligently arid :diſcreetly collocated, that thoſe that are 
of more frequent uſe, may nor be in the ſame row with choſethat 
are; more rarely exhibited ;: but that the one ſort may be neerer at 
hand, and the other remote. 

Thenames alſo of the Medicaments,muſt be inſcribed upon every 
veſſel, and bag, wherein they are included ; that the Medicament

ments, and indued with Nobler taculries,

agc, upon good grounds, pronounces Reffw the Author of thelc 
Pills, VVe ſubſtitute generous Oinomel, in ſtead of aromatical 
VVine, for the reception of the Powders, which is more conve- 
nient; forif hey ſhould be ſubacted onely with V Vine, the mals 
would acquire a ſtony hardneſs, Syrupe of VVormwood is alſoa 
fic recipient for them, 

Ruffus his Pills are called Peſtilential , becauſe they conduce 
rather to the prevention , then curation of the Peſtilence ; for 
Aloes frees the Body from excretnenes , Myrrhe vindicartes it 
from purrerude, and Saffron recreates the heart and vital facul- 
ties: burthey io! beam profir when the Peſtilence is begun ; tor

. This ſolemn Antidote is cognominated from its Inventor Mithri- 
aates King of Pontws and Bithyma; for he. was a moſt generous and 
moſt learned Monarch, who underltanding the Languages of twen- 
two Nations, and having much skill in a e this noble 
ntidote againſt Poyſon, whereof he was moſt afraid : by the uſc 
whereof, he lived Jong trop from all virulent and deletery qualitics; 
for being vanquiſhed by Pgmpey, and fearing he would lead him a- 
live in trumph to Rome, he aſſumed Poyſon, from which he received 
not the leaſt trouble : bur becoming w of longer life, called 
one Bitutts a Souldicr to him, deftiring him ro kill him z whoſe 
ſlow and detracing trembling hand, he himſelf forced to his own 
ſlaughter, and ſo was ſaid to have trajeted himſelf, as Apprams 
hath ic. Amongſt his treaſuries and ſpoils, there was a Roll of Mc- 
dicinal Commentations found, which the King had laid up molt 
ſafely, as the moſt curious of Secrets, Pompeybrought theſe to Kome, 
andgayerhem to the Roman Phyſicians, as Damorrates and ay 
macnyms 
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machws, wo approved of all the remedies, bur c{pecially of the 
Mithridate, whoſe deſcription Damocrates rendred in Latine Verſes, 


that it might nor be changed : and though ke was nor irs author,bur 


tranſcriber, yet 15 it cognominated from him, Damocrates bus Mithri- 
date, Galenalſo delivers another deſcription from Axdromachu-, not 
much unlike this ; buric is not fo orderly diſpoſed, bur ſomewhar 
depraved : for it hath an uncertain -dofis of the Indian Leaf, of 
Gentian, Meum, and Cardamome, and Spikenard twice itcrated 
under two appellations, ſignifying che ſame thing, There are fur- 
chermore,many{umples moſt convenient for this Antidote,left our,as 
the fruit of Balm, and irs fir ſuccedany, Dittany, white Pepper, and 
Bdellium. Ir is probable, Andromachw changed the former deſcri- 
tion, cicher co get ſome glory, or to vindicare itto himſelf; or clſc 
auſe he found ſome ſuch an one amongſt the Secrers of Mthr:- 
dates; or elſe received it from Pompey : Bur however, that of Damo- 
eyates is more frequently prepared, and more celebrated, 

Neither was N#c. Prepoſits leſs deſirous of vain-glory, who de- 
ſcribed a Pſeudo-Mithridate out of Myrepſm, congeſted of a grear 
heap of Simples, which he, tor the moſt part, de{cribed in the bar- 
barous Idiome, mixed confuſedly, and diſpoſed in undue order and 
proportion. In brief, that Antidote hath much difficulry in irs pre- 

ration, and little utility in. irs exhibition : - and therefore we 

vc it to ſuch as will ſwear to what-ever he ſaith ; and, like blinde 
men, will follow their blinking Author whitherſocever he leads 
them, 

The chief difficulty in its preparation, is the perveſtigation and 
ſeleQ&ion of the fimples which we bften want , eſpecially ſuch of 
them as are exotical:; in whoſe ſtead, we are forced to fabſticme 
luccedaneous ones; as, for the o ot Balm, the Oyl of Cloves or 
Nutmeg ; for the fruit of Balm, Cubebs, or Lenrisks-ſced ; for Fa- 
lernian wine, other generous wine ; for Arttick Honey, indigenous 
Honey : we have added to this out of the Roman Antidote, the root 
of Florentine-Orris; and for Arum, which ſome admit,and others 
omit, we uſe round Birth-wort z all the Gummes, Lachrymz, and 
Succes,ſave Gum-Arabick,and Olibanum,which ſhould be braycd, 
muſt be macerated in wine : in the mean while, the roors mult be 
brayed, and the reſt in their order, as we have often denoted, hen 
the Gummes arc macerared, they mult be a lirtle tervefted, that the 
wine may be abſumed z then borhtheſe and the Powders muſt be 
levigared, and tranſmitted through a fieve, and mixed with deſpu- 

Honey; and (o an Opiate mult be made, repoſed in a fir veſſel, 
and agitated once a day, for the firſt monerh, with a rudicle z in the 
ſecond monerh; twice a week ; in the third, once a week ; in the 
fourth, thrice of all : and ſo left, ill che fixrh monerh, and then

It is not without ground, that they call Michridate the Father, 
and Theriack the Mother of Medicaments;z ſeeing in dignity and 
excellency they farre exceed all others, and com _ all; others 
faculties ; for there is ſcarce any preternatural afte&ion, whereunto 
the one of theſe duly prepared doth not conduce. 

Mithridates is juſtly made the Author of both z for he invented 


and Damocrates diſpoſed it onely more orderly, and added ſome 
few things. Thus Theriack had its original from Michridate, 
which Cy:top: firſt ſo called from a Viper, which the Greeks call 
Srefor, whole fleſh duly ed, as we ſhall hereafter ſhew, 4» 


irs taculry,which before was void and imbecile,as to wild beaſts and 
venenare Serpents ſtings, now molt efficacious. And thus of Mt- 
thridate is made a Theriack, the moſt preſcac Remedy againlt Wy 
4 4 "F 
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ſon ; trom which, all Mcedicaments that extinguith any poyton, arc 
called Theriacal. Azdromach:4 his fedulity was very commendable, 
who digeſted and adorned theſe two Antidores with good ordcr and 
form, which were beſore without order and form : in imitaticn 
whercot, the later agc hath deſcribed many Compoſitions and Th:c- 
riacks, wherewith ſome Pharmacopolies are rather onerared then 
adorned, 

All Theriacks tradited by Rhafis, Auricenna, Meſue, Serapio, Pauli, 
Oribaſi u,g/E :1u4Myrepſuy and Neotcricks, do nor onely diſſent from 
one another, bur all trom the ancient one delivered by Andromachzs ; 
and therefore they are {cldome made, but neglected as uſcleſs. 

And althoygh the Theriack of A-dromachu ſenior be deſcribed in 
Verſes, and fo may not be perverted ; yer th-at which his Son gives 
in Proſe, is more celebrated ; which we here exhibit. However, 
chere is no difference of moment berwixt them. 

Many things accede to this confection, which cannot be alwayes 
had ; in whole (tcad, others muſt be ſubſticured alike in firit or (e- 
cond qualicics, though not 1n kindez as, when we make one herb 
ſuccedaneous to another, one {ced to another, and one metal to an- 
other. Bur we uſurp ſuch ſubſtituces as are inducd with like quali- 
ties, though we have nor the beſt of that kinde, Thus Galez ſubſti- 
tures Wormwood for bitter Almonds ; Doves-dung for Euphorbi- 
um ; Ginger for Pepper : But now adayes the Pariſian Apothecarics 
ſpare no coſt, in acquiring the moſt precious and rare Medicaments 
and Simples ; and many of them, that ſcarce know thiir ſeconds, 
haveall the kindes of Aromata's, Precious-ſtones, and rareſt Sim- 
ples in their Pharmacopolies : yea, they ſcorn to let any Simple be 
unknown, that ingredes the compolition of Medicaments, 

Bur if any one; as it often falls out, can neither by Art, Labour, 
nor Price, acquire ſome things neceſfary for confeCting this Theri- 
ack, he may, in ſtead of Opobalſamum, which is moſt rare, ſubro- 

arc Oyl of Cloves, or of Nutmeg ; in ſtead of Coſtus, Serwel ; in 
itead of Schcenantum, ſweet Cane for Crerian Dirtany, indige- 
nous z for Amome, Acorus ; for Carpobalſamum,Cubebs;or ſecs 
of Lentisks ; for Falernian , other generous wine. Bur nothing 
muſt be ſubſtiruted for Paſtils, whoſe preparation we ſhall give in 
the next Section, For want of ſmall Atiſtolochy, the long may be 
uſed ; for the Illyrian Orris, the Florentine ; tor Calcithis, Vitrio!: 
which many think may be omitted, as conducing nothing to the ver- 
tuc, bur onely) to the colour of the Theriack:: yer it a Theriack 
ſhould be without that colour, its Confetor would be derided tor 
his pains. Others on the contrary hold, that it is upon goodgrounds 
admitted, becaule by irs ſtypliciry, it roborares the intrails, and by 
ts ſicciry arceatcs ooerattkh : Moreover, ir is mixed in ſmall quan- 
tity, and half burnt, or clſe Vitriotin irs ſtcad, which is burne to- 
tally, and thence participates of lirtle acrimony. Of old it was 
otherwiſe preparcd : but the true manner of irs confeftion, 15 thar 
wiich we have given to Mithridate. 
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And as w#efvy comprehends all venenate and wild Animals in gene. 
ral,and by a more peculiar {1gntfication denotesa Viper,whoſe Male 
is callcd ig, and Female infre © fo Theriack complets all Anti- 
dores, wiiich cither by aſſumption or admotion tranquillirate dif- 
caſes : Galen calls it raxms ; for it is moſt expertly alexiterial againſt 
all eviis : and ir cures nor onely venenate difeaſes, but many com- 
mon ones; for aſſumed in ſweet wine, it cures diuturnal head- 
aches, the Vertigo, heavineſs of hearing, hebetude of eyes, Epi- 
leplie, and difficulty of breathing : it emends the vices of the ſto- 
mack, difficult cottion, and imbecility of rhe ventricle : -it cures 
the inflations, cholical and ileous dolours of the inteſtines; it 
kills all kindes of worms, cures ſwoundings and imbecility : exhi- 
bired with the water of Radiſh-roors, or Pellitory of the wall , ir 
breaks the ſtone, and helps againſt the hard mixtion in the reins and 
bladder : itis of approved uſe in the inclining to, or beginning of 
Fevers, eſpecially quartane Agues : it diffipates flatulency, abſumes 
purrid humours in the bowels and ventricle, removes obftrutions, 
emends the colour, helps the palpitation of the heart z moves wo- 
mens fluors, cje&s the dead birrh; and given opporrunely, cures Hy- 
drophoby, and the birings of mad Dogs.

There is no Pharmaccean noveliſt ſo ignorant, but he can boaſt 
of ſome ſecret Remedy he hath, for the virulent flux of ſperm, or 
any venereous Ulcer z concerning which affe@ions, and their cures, 
Empiricks are moſt buſic : whercunto, the vulgarity of Aporheca- 
ries frequently run, not without peril ; for this kinde of people, 
being greedy of novelties, and roo credulous, will amplc& any er- 
rour, though capital, ſoit ſmell bur of Medicine ; and rake from 
Ph hos. 2 moſt deletery Medicaments. Ir is indeed miſerable, 
that ſuch as are unwilling todye, ſhould yer thruſt themſelves wil- 
lingly into the hands of the killer, I would exhort all worthy A- 
pornecaries, tomove, induce, and valiantly infer war upon ſuch 
nefarious wretches, and uſe oncly ſuch remedies as are delivered 
and approved by moſt perite and Icarned Authors, 

We deſcribe this Opiate, for the help of ſuch Youngſters a5 
Venery hath caught : it is invented by much Reaſon, deſcribed by 
much Art, and proved by much Experience ; for given when _

call the Neapoliran Diſeaſe : whence it is juſtly cognominated the 
Neapolitan Opiate, We have often ſeen another of the ſame 
name, in the Parttian Chirurgeons hands ; which being.ill deſcri- 
bedar firſt, was daily chanyed by every freſh-marn-: Pobome one- 
ly make it of Guaiacum, Senny, Honey, and Aqua-vitz; others 
adde Bayberries : ſome rake away Guaiacum, and ſubittguge Sara- 

rilla ; ſome approve of HermodaQyls, others Turbirhi , orhers 
[ian {ome nenher, Ve exhibit it according to the preſcripr 
eſtabliſhed and proved by Reaſon and Etfet. Some adde Aqua- 
vitz ; bur I think Cinamon-warer 15 more conducible : but neither, 
to hor waters ; either, to cold ones. 

It cures the Venereous Diſeaſe : it is given every other day, and 
oftentimes every morning faſting, from 3 ij. ro 3 F. Iris moſt con- 
venient for ſuch, as for buſineſs cannot lye long, and ftay much in 
their Cubicles, 

We have omitted/many other Antidotes, deſcribed by Meſwe, 
Afluarius, Myrepſi«, and Prepoſitms 5 whoſe compoſition is nor pro- 
bable, nor ule laudable : betore which, we prefer theſe we have 
tranſcrived, For Zazenea, Aranaſia, both the Requies of Nicho- 
law, Diaſulphur, Acariſtum , Adrianum , and the confe&ion of 
Storax, are ſ{eldome or never prepared, becauſe Afyncricum, boch

Their com- 
poſition is manifold , for they confift bt retrigerarives, deretlaves, 
altritives, roboratives,lenirives,and ſome apertives :. ſome of them 
are prepared by vulgar trituce, pulverated ſolely by the percuſſion 
of a Peſtel; as the roots, woods, harder feeds, gummes, Bole- 
armeniack, and Myrrhe : yer theſe two laſt ſhould not be pulvera- 
ted confufedly,bur apart, Some muſt firſt be cut ſmall,then brayed, 
and mixed with others z when they are all well brayed, they muſt 
be confuſedly mixed with the fucce of Sea-onyons and Hydromel, 
and ſo coated for Trochisks.

for ſuch things as are inſipid and inodorate, as Unicorns-horn, Be- 
zar-ſtone, Margarites, Precious-ſtones, and many more obſiſtenrs 
to poyſon, exert their faculties, onely when ingeſted into the body, 
or ſome way infuſed ; which are almoſt inefficacious, if onely con- 
tained in the mouth, emitting no ſapour or halite, whereby the fe- 
rity of the air may be ame, 

Bur cheſe Trochisks, whether they be onely detained in the mouth, 
or ingeſted into the ventricle, they are of eximious faculties, and 
molt efficacious in evincing peſtilent poyſon. That they may be 
duly made, rhe Liquorice juyce, wherein the powders muſt be cx- 
cepred, muſt be mollified in St. Mares Bath, till it be ducible, and 
may be concorporated with the whole quantity of powders ; which, 
tothe perite, will be bur eafie, though ro the inexpert it ſeems roo 
perous:: who may adde thereto a little Hypocras, or ſuch conve- 
nient liquor, that he may have che Paſte fofr tor Paſtils. Whar 
Hypocras is, is well known ; it is made of & ij. of blackiſh Wine, 
i #..of-Sugar,and 3. of Cinamon : fome adde 3 f, of Ginger, 
and J . of Cloves;

For whether the Stomack«or Li- 
ver, Revs, or other interiour bowel be pained, much help may be admin 
ſtred by due external applications : For all the Medicaments of old were 
external, which the Ancients, following their Capt#i1i Nature, uſed, without 
experience ; and Countrey-men yet burt with a Llow, a fall, cut, or kk, 
without choyce aſſume the firſt occurrent Plant, and apply it to the part if- 
fefled; and it often falls out, that a noxious Medicament, upon firong ni 
tures, produce ſucce ſſful wu. Now we ſhall ;n theſe three Books, ſhe 
what Medicaments Topical are beft, which kept in Pharmacope- 
lies, and how they are made. And as we bave methoatcally proceeded in 
© the three former ;, Firſt, deſcribing the moſt liquid, as Syrupes ; then the 
more craff, as Eclegms ; thenghe moſt. cyaff, as EleStuaries ; and laſt; the

Oyl abſolutely fo termed, is 
meant of chat onely which is excraQed from mature Olives ; whoſc 
pohon appertains no more to Apothecaries, then the expreſſion 
of Wine, or confe&ion of Bread, as to their manners how : which 
laborious work and buſincſs is duly commireed to Ruſticks, and 
diururnal labourers, Secing all theſe are aliments, and fitter for 
Tables then Shops, therefore an Apothecary ſhould nor ſollicite 
himſelf about che expreflion of common Oyl, but abour ſuch as 
ae elicited mcerly by Art: Of all which we ſhall wear in this 
Book.

All che Students in Pharmacy, with one conſent, follow the di- 
ates ot Meſue their Captain, whom they cxtol with praiſes, and 
adore with admiration : Yet his Laws and Preceprs in compound- 
ing Medicaments, cannot by duration challenge to themſelves intal- 
libility 3} for we ſee many of them improved, and many diſpro- 
ved : and itis no imprudence to recede-from him, or any old Au- 
thor, though they merit moſt of praiſe, when one ſces by long uſe 
and experience, a better and more compendious way. And thus 
we have ſomething detraQted from,or ſomething added to the com- 
poſition of ſome Medicaments, or their method changed. Thus 
they difſent in Medicinal Oyls, made by infuſion and maceration; 
as in this Oyl of Violets, to whoſe confe&tion Meſue commands the 


Oylof mature Olives, and of Almonds or Seſama to be taken and 


waſhed ; then the flowers to be macetated ſeven dayes therein, in- 
ſolared and expreſſed; afterwards to be cofted three hours ina 
double veflel ; and this to be iterated thrice, the expreſſed flowers 
being always abjetted, and freſh ones immitted ; and then to be 
coged on a flow fire, till the watry humidity be diffipated, and then 
they repoſcd in a fit veſſel, 

Many Apothecaries follow this preſcript ; others will not ſweat 
to his words, but follow the diate of their own Reaſons, 'and 
change fome things ever and anon : for it is eafie to adde, when 
thing 1s invented, or detrat ſomething that is ſuperfluous, or caſti- 
gate what is ill diſpoſed. 

But the Oyl of Violets is now made cvery-where, almoſt, aftcr 
this manncr : Firſt, a certain quantiry of fincere common Oy!

When Doz Claudixs Gonertzs, a man of much learning and intc- 
grity, of whom we have oft made mention inour Books of Mcdici- 
nal Mater, had accurately {ought into the nature of theſe Plants ; 
whoſe diligence in finding the varieties and faculties of Simples, 
hath been very great ; He was moved, that Medicks ſhould not ce- 
lebrate and uſurp ſuch cximious Plants, which Nature it felt had 
deſigned excellent by their odour, ſapour, and pinguetude. But ir 
may be theſe Plants are contemprible, becauſe of heir frequency : 
the herb indeed grows moſt commonly incultivated Gardens ; bur 
the ſhrub fruticares ſpontaneouſly in all places about Pars 3, much 
whercof, in the beginning of September, is brought into the City, 
and bought by women, to conciliate fragrance and ſuavity to rheir

There is (carce a diſcaſe more frequent, then the Neapolitan, or 
a Medicament more uſual toit, thenthe Emplaiſter of Frogs, de- 
ſcribed by Jo. Vigonw ; for there is not an O pid ne Barber fo ſtu- 
pid, but he hath made both tryal and gain of this Medicament : to 
whoſe confeQtion, Oyl of Saffron acceding, it ſhould be kept in 
Pharmacopolies z otherwiſe, the Medicament will be ill confedted : 
yet I think Afeſwe invented it nor for that end ; for it is credible, he

As water may by Art be made more cold, or more hot z ſo may 
Oyl, according to Galen, which may be made very refrigerative, if 
Sedum or Semperyive be macctated therein ; refrigerative and ſiu- 
petaQive, if Mandrake; and hot, if Pepper or Euphorbium be 
maceratcd in ic. Fromall which legicimately adhibiced, Oyls may 
be by impreſſion elicited, moſt accommodate for Medicinal uſes: 
tor ezough Euphorbium be exceeding hot and ſharp, yet Galen com- 
mends it for many uſes ; as mixed with wax,for the affc&ions of the 
Hips ; melted with Oyl, tothe Hemicrany from a cold cauſe : from 
the leftion whereof , Meſue being made more learned and bold, 
brought this Oyl, which he invented, amongſt thoſe other he de- 
{cribes z adding another out of Avicenna ; whereunto' he adjedts 
ſome few things ; bug that is of no uſe, obſelete : bur for the confe- 
tion of the former, white and new Euphorbium ſhould be ſcledt- 
ed; indefe& whereof, by Galens advice, twice as much old muſt be

Almonds are cither ſweet or bitter ; Oyl is cxprefſed out of both; 
ſomcrimes brayed and expreſſed with , ſomcrumes without their 
membranous Pill z ſomeriumes with, and ſomerimes withour the 
adjument of fire or cxternal heat : Thar which is elicited withour 
fire, is beſt. The Pharmacopoliſts rthercfore are to blame, that 
had rather be- idle , then occupied in preparing Simples duly, 
Whence it is no wonder, that the diſeaſed complain of the rancour, 
acrimony, and inſuavity of the Oyl of Almonds. Now that it 
may be rightly confegd, the Almonds to be aſſumed, muft be new 
and dry, purged from both their skins, that the Oyl may be more 
{incere and pure; they muſt be long tunded in a ſtone-Morter,that 
their oleous internal humidity may come out ; they muſt be purin 
a bag of Horſe-hair, and then excepted ina Torcular or common 
Pre : ſuch as Stationers uſe, when they cut their Books that are 
bound. 

It ſhould be expreſſed by little and little, that it may be more 
pure, pany and {weer : for that which is haſtily extracted, is 
rurbid and foeculent, It will flow more readily, if the Almonds 
before expreſſion be calefied by the fire or Sun; for ſo its oleagi- 
nous humidity 15 attenuated, melted, and made more fluxile : it 
erupts more cafily, readily, and copiouſly ; yea, by ſo much mere 
readily, by how much the Almonds are hotecr , if they be nor 
burnt : bur that which ſhould be introſumed ar the mouth, ſhould 
be elicited without fire. 

Almonds are purged two wayes : Firft, they muſt be macerared 
long in warm water, and then compreſſed with ones fingers, that 
the cortex may-Cleft : Secondly, they hay be pat in fome Frying- 
pan, with a ſmall quantity of flower, and agitared with' ones hand 
over 2 flow fire, till the Involucrum diſrnpr, which will afterwards 
come caſily off by rubbing ; which {econd way is better then the 
firſt : for macerated Almonds, unleſs they be well drycd before 
cheir triture, will effund aqueous Oyl. Otne pound of Almonds 
will emit fix ounces of Oyl; anda brayed Magma, irrigatcd with 
watcr, and caleficd upon.the aſhes, till che water be diſfipatcd, and 
then preſſed, will emit as much :but this will be more foeculent, 
and fit onely for: Liniments , Unguents, and External Medica- 
ments. 

Oyl of Almonds is commended to many uſes : for it conduces to 
the rabid and conſumed, refeQing che macilent body, with humid, 
viſcid, far, and acrcous aliment : it leniatcs the aſperity of the 
throat, of the lungs, and other parts ; if injeRed, it allayes the 
hear of the Urerus, and of the Bladder ; if irbe applied as an Un- 

ent, is pcrduces rough places to _— crugares the skin, mol- 
tfies hard Jumps, and emends the {icciry of all the Junures, and 
other parts.

For ut calches, incides, digeſts, anddeterges porently : wherctfore ;res. 
it helps ſuch as have the Stone, Steangury; breads difficulely, and 
are Splenatick : it cures many vices'of the sKkin, kills worms z be- 
ing aſſumed, it helps che coldnefs of the Urerus z being applyed, ir 
cures difficulty of breathing, and hardneſs and dolour in the nerves

Ruſticks, confeed in great quantity, Thus Wine is left ro Vint- 
ners, and Bread to Bakers : Thus alſo common Oyl, Oyl of Wal- 
nuts, and Sefamum , are left eg ſervants to exprets, who uſed in 
Hand-mills or fir Preſſes, to grinde (ceds, and exprets plenty of Oyl 
for nucriment to bodies, or x0 lamps, for che cuttody of (anicy, or 
cure of difeaſes. Theſe Oyls therefore are ſeldome made in Phar- 
lies. Bur becauſe the Oyl excrafted from Walnuts by 
Ruſticks, is inſuave and turbid, ic were: betrer that Aporhecaries 
would extra& that which they uſe ;; for fo ic would be more limpid, 

ſuave, and efficacious.

THE PREFACE. 


[ge were of old in ſuch uſe and fame, that be that handled or 
ſold them ſolely, or them and other Medicaments, was called an 11 
gu. .1:ary and My; opoleft, The Arabians often call Cerecloths and Salves, 
Knguents : as Dioſcorides doth many odoyate Ols ; according to that of 
Hippocrates, A Medick ſhould be Knguented, that us, Perfumed, that 
by the fragrant balite of his Veſture,” be may purchaſe glory amongst the 
vulgay, But row Un;gaents are 1n a more anguſt acceptance, taken onely 
for thoſe Medricaments which adhibited and tHited orely on external par's, 
are thought to auxiliate them, when other Medicaments would ether through 
thety grauity burthen them,or through thetnhumidity burt them ; and ave 
olaginow; of 4 middle conſiſtence, betwixt a Cerecloth and a Lingment, as 4 
Ceyecloth is betwixt an Wnguent and a Salve, Now the proportion of Oyl 
in the confefton of an lWnguert, i ſuch, that one ounce thereof reſponds to 
each dragm of Powder, and two dragms of Wax : So that there is four times 
as much Oyl as Wax, and eight times as much Oyl as Powder. And ſering 
beat makes the conſiſtence of an Wnguent ſiſter, and cold barder, Myropo- 
liſts uſed to mix more Oyl tn Winter, andlef in Summer, with their ir gre- 
dents, Now ſeerg there 1s much c ontormity betwixt a Cerecloth and an 
Knguent, both conſiſting of the ſame Materials, onely differing 14 propor - 
tlon ;, the Unguent receruing more Oyl and lefi Wax, that it may be of a 
middle conſiſtence betwixt a Lintment and a Cereeloth , more ſpiſſe the, il e 
ones and more liquzd then the other: We have determined to treat of them 
both in this Book : In whoſe firſt Sefion we ſhall deſcribe the moſt approved 
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and uſual Unguents ; in the ſecond, Cerecloths. Now Unguents are etther 
made with fire, as thoſe that admit Wax, Roſines, and decotions of Simples 
or without fire, as ſuch as need onely nutrition and ſubagion, as the crude 
Unguent, and the Unguent of Any of which we ſhall 14 particu- \ 
lar treat inthis Boak, beginning with the Refrigerative : The firſt whereof 

that occurs, ts the nguent of Roſes.

without, of the number of ſhells; by Dentalium, a (mall, long, 
round, white ſhell, ſmoorh within, crooked, and acuminated on one 
fide, wherein a certain Sca-worm lives.

Tie Unguents preparation is after this manner : The greaſes 
muſt all be melted rogerher in an carrhen pot, wherein two Citrons 
or Oranges cut into pieces, muſt be macerated a whole night z the 
next morning cotted and percolated ; the Marble, Chryſtal, Co- 
ral, Navels, Antals, and Dentals, muſt be pulverated very (mall, as 
alſo che reſt, bur all of them apart, eſpecially Camphyr, Amylum, 
Frankincenſe, Amiantum, and Boras : bur Cera being triable,may 
be levigated, by light morion, on an inverted fieve, When all are 
duly levigated, they muſt be mixed and agitated together with the

deſcribed, conſiſts of many things that hinder ſuch affeRions, that 
roborare the Nerves,-cxtinguiſh the malign and peccant —_ of 
the humours, and reſolve the humours, propelling many by ſpurta- 
tion, Some adde Perreol and Euphorbium, whuch being exceed. 
ing hot and cenuious, may help cold natures z but they much harm 
the bili6us and cemperate. Some alſo adde. Mithridate and the 
Theriack ; but we omit them, as not alcxiterial to this diſeaſe but 
Quickſilver is very efficacious, if duly prepared, as we have elſe. 
where demonſtrated, 

For the preparation of this Unguent,the wax muſt firſt be melted 
on a moderate fire withthe Oyls z then-Aqua-vitz added to them, 
which mult be agitated and calefied trill the water beexhaled ; then 
incorporate them with Quickſilver, Fat, and Turpentine z where- 
unto adde the Powders, and ſuba& all intoan Unguenr. 

That the er may. be duly prepared, it ſhould firſt be 
trajeed through a woollen cloth, that 1ts plumbago may be fegre. 
gated ; chen extinguiſhed with jejuneand found ſpirtle : for being 
thus tamed, jc is fitter for this confeAion, then when exrin& in the 
ſucce of Henbane and Lemmons, though the Greaſe and Turpen- 
tine take away much of its feriry. Irs malign quality may be very 
well caſtigatcd in the Oyl of Turpentine duly prepared, 

Ir cures the flux of the mouth, or the exputation of vitulent hu- 
mours through the mouth, if after purgation, the parrs be twice or 
chrice anointed therewith. 

We have neglected many Unguents deſcribed in vulgat Antido- 
taries, becauſe their uſe is cicher nor approved of, or diſallowed of, 
or their faculties reſpondent to, and contained in theſe we have de- 
ſcribed. For he that hath the Styprical Unguent, or Aregon of 
Ferneliws, needs not the Unguent of Comitifſa and Arthanita.

They ave called Cerata, becauſe they 
admit of Wax ;, as alſo Ceronea : which are now made of ſuch ſoltdit, 
that they differ nat [qu Salves, but are taken 1n:.diſcriminately by Chirur- 
geons, who call ſuch as repoſe broken or disjoynited bones, Ceroneow Salves. 
But Cerata, in 4 more anguſt acceptation, dengte 41 external Medicament 
aggregated of Oyl, Wax, the parts of Plants, Animals, Metals, and Mi- 
werals, to a middle confiflence, betwixt knguents and Saltes : we they ad- 
mit of more Wax then Knguents, andileff then Salves. Now the proporti” 
of Wax to Oyl in Unguents, ts of two dragms and anbalf to one _— al 
erat 
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Cerata, of two dragms and a half to an ounce; tn Salves, twice, thrice, 
or four times as much Wax as Oyl : which proportion varies, according to 
the different mixtion of other Ingredients, and the ſeaſon they are confefied 
in; jor where theres required much of Powdeys, there muſt Le more ; 
where little, there leſs Oyl : in Summer alſo le Ol i requiſite, then ti; 
winter 3 ſo that it s in the perite Artiſts power to change, augment, or leſſe; 
the quantity of Wax and Oyl : and as Cerone ts uſed for an Emplaiſter ; 
ſos Ceratum for au Ungaent : for their preparation, commixtion, a 
ſpiſſitude, are almoſt one 5; yea, a Ceratum ur ſometimes more liquid ther: 
an Unguent.

THE PREFACE, 


Oth the Matter and Vertue of nguents and Salues are one, theo 
confitence different ; which 12 the one 1s ſoft and liquid, in the other 
crajs and ſolid: which are therefore made tnto Rolls and Bacils of a fin 
gers lewgth and craffitude, and ſomettmes much more ; and not repoſed in 
we(ſels like Hrguents, but involved mm papers, and ſo kept in Pharmace- 
polies. That they may acquire that crafſitude, they admit of more Wax, 
and le fs Ol then Knguents ;, as twice, thrice, and ſometimes fouy times 6s 
much Wax 4s Oyl : which quantity of Wax muſt be augmented oy leſſened; 
according to the quantity of Roſines and concrete ſucces ;, as = the quan- 
tity of Oyl, as the doſis of Fats, Greaſe and Marrow may ingrede the couſt- 
Hon, Now Salves are corfefied of the parts of Plants and Animals, of 
Minerals and Metals ; ſome whereof grue onely the body and confiftente, 
without any great yertue, as Wax, common Oyl, Quickſilver, and fume 
Roſines ;, others with mattey , grue alſo vertue and efficacy, as Minerals, 
Plajits, and the other Ingredients. All Salves do not admit of Wax and Ro- 
ſines; but receive Ladanum, Frankincenſe, and other things for thety ma!- 

ter : Some alſo are made without Wax nd fire, whoſe materials are Hone 
wiſcid Succes, Cream, and the like, concreted to a due ſpifſitude ; as tht
